ealstent and culmlaatlve in lOOT. It 
was not troe proaperlty to the people 
Of the country that the aald Increaaed 
earnings were used to buy other rall- 
roa(Ls. as was done by the New York 
Centra; railroad when they purrhaaed 
all the tra( "on lint-s lietween New 
York and Buffalo thai in no legiti- 
mate way <(juid have an effect on the 
earnings and value of the .\ew York 
Central lines, of which Mr. Brown N 
tejilor \lc« president. This Is not 
only applicable to the New York Cen- 
tral railroad, but to all other trunk 
lines, and It did not extend solely to 
traction lines, as Instance the I'nlon 
Paclfii- holdjigs of other j'Orporat*' 
Mneg that they wished to control that 
they luig^it augment th-ir own weaiih 
and r li the people by undue (barges. 

Hai! thes<> earninKS been utilized 
to improve th'> physiiai condition of 
the roadh from which they had maiie 
such vast reluruH. there would lime 
en Uii >l.'.rtage of I ranspcjrtation 
or of the rapidly iiicrt-asiin; l)us;ses^ 
of the country. Had the latter courM- 
been pursued, there would have i,. . n 
no cause for advance of freight ra;> 
or railroad charges, but the great in- 
craaM tke railroads would rave re- 
oahrad from their increased buiiiu4'.«g 
wo»M bava aaakied them, without 
furmmt lacraasa of capital or further 
^atoilag OC atooks, to have reduced 
tbair tatiiaor fral^ and ghren better 
serriea to all aaasaraad." 

Mr. Barber laalato tkat the rail 
roads bafa Ttolatod tka lawa of poHti- 
cai eooBomr and of compaaaatloa 
wktch are immatoble. 

Ha anlalma: "Ut tka lnereas«d 
Tslues go toward tko radaotjoa ti«m 
time to Ume of fraifkt rataa. as un-' 
doubtedly wonid ba aeoomplliked 
thereby qnlckeaiag aU commereo and 
production and maklag life easier to 
mankind. Such a eaadlUoa would 
make the aelling valne of these 
eiocks In the market, 'guaranteed by 
the government, very much above 
par, and thereby do ne violeare to 
the holders thereof.
